‘During the war the Remington plant was one of the best 
equipped in the United States for rifle-making. It was used by the 
government, turning out 1,000,000 rifies the last year it was operated. 

About a year ago the order came to dismantie the plant for use 
as a storage place, and’ much of the rifie-making machinery has 
been taken out. The working force has dwindled from 15,000 
workers to several hundred, but the plant can be quickly restored to 
its former state of efficiency and resume its steady flow of riffes.

a dog happy Jim is a black and 
white collie with a patrician head 
and a pedigree that would turn the 
general run cf dogs green with envy.
